Artillery Even Hiard to Use But 
Effectively Searching the 
Enemy's Trenches. 



Hazardous Attempt Set for Last 
Night to Carry Kop by 
Surprise.

London, Jan. 24, 1..30 a.m.— Contrary , to 
the announcement made shortly before 
unduight by ll>e war oflice that nothing 
further would be issued until Wednes- 
day forenoon, the following despatch 
from General Buller, dated at Spearman's 
Camp, January 23, 0.20 p.m., has just 
been posted: 

"Warren still holds the position he 
gained two days ago. In front of him 
at about 1,400 yards, is the enemy's posi- 
tion, wost of Spion Kop. It is on high- 
er ground than Warren's position so it 
is impossible to see it properly. 

"It can only be approached over bare 
open slopes and the ridges held by War- 
ren are so steep that guns cannot be 
placed on them, but we are shelUug the 
enemys' position with howitzers and 
lield artillery, placed on lower ground, he- 
hind infantry. ' 

"The enemy is replying with Crensot 
and other artillery. In this duel the advan- 
tage rests with us, as we appear to be 
searching his trenches and his artillery 
lire is not causing us much loss. 

"An attempt will be made to-night to 
seize Spion Kop, the salient of which 
forms the left of the enemy's position 
facing 'JVichard's Drift, and which di- 
vides it from tlie position facing Potgie- 
tor's Drift. It has considerable com- 
mand over all the enemy's eutrench- 
nieuts." 

ANXIETY AT WAR OFFICE. 

Sliortly before midnight the war olBce 
announced that it did not expect to issue 
anytliing during the night. There had 
been eonsiderable activity at the war of- 
lice throughout the da; but at 7 o'clock, 
and again at nine it was announced that 
no fresh news had been received. At 11 
o'clock the newspapers men attended, by 
appointment, and were asked to return at 
ll.aO. Tlicy did so and then found Mr. 
Arthur J. Balfour and other prominent 
mcu in attendance. Hopes ran high and 
there was great disappointment when it 
was finally given out that nothing would 
be i.ssued until -Wednesday forenoon. 
A HAZARDOUS PROPOSAL. 

London, Jan. 24.— ^'he Times, >com- 
meuting editorially upon Gen. Buller's 
despatch, says: 

" It can but tend to increase tlie severe 
strain from which the nation is suffer- 
ing. We must await the result of his 
attempt to sei7.e tlie formidable Boer 
position, with eourage tind coolness. 
1 1 is success may be decisive, but the 
danger of the attempt is evidently great. 
The inten.se oxoitement of the besieged 
in Lndysmith may be imagined. 

" Gen. Warren is moving witli com- 
niendabie, indeed imperative, caution. 
But it must not be forgotten that delay, 
however caused, must tell in many re- 
spects In favor of the enemy. The 
Boers have, it is true, fallen back when 
hard pressed, but they have gained time 
to bring up men, guns, ammunition and 
supplies to the position they have select- 
ed for their principal standard, and to 
entrench it in thorough rashion— -the 
fashion they understand so well. Until 
that position has been taken .and its de- 
fenders routed and hodly cut up, the 
relief of Ladysmith cannot be considered 
secure."

IN SIGHT OK LADYSMITH.

"Yesterday wo could see British shells 
bursting elo.se to the Boor camp on the 
plateau- this side of Potgciter's Drift, 
but the ' camp still remains' in position 
there to-day.

and the olHcoi'R of the Canadian militia. 
It is also asked that with the exception 
of 100. to be h'ft as a nucleus for the 
repatriated regiment, tlio balance of tho 
present regiment he drafted to British 
regiments. Tho minister thinks that the 
present is an opportune time to build up 
a strong Canadian regiment for Iniperiat 
Bervice. 

Col. Prior, on being spoken to on this 
matter yesterday, said that in his opinion 
an order-in-couneil must ho obtained 
from the Imperial government, or at 
least the war department mnst take 
some action to give effect to tho move- 
ment. He had taken ii very active in- 
terest in this subject and was one Of 
Ihc first to sign the petition asking for 
the repatriation of the regiment, which, 
wa.s widely circulated and largely signed 
all over Canada. About a month ago 
Col. Prior sent a dozen or more letters 
to the English press on this subject. Ho 
is naturally ' ■very greatly pleased at tho 
success of the movement.

The City of Seattle cauie 
within an ace of beini; driven ashore in 
the same Btorui, after losing her propel- 
ler, being ejived by the timely arrival of 
the Cottage City, while the latter ves- 
sel and the Tees, whieh arrived ycster- 
doy passed through experiences which 
none but the staunehest vessels could 
Hurvive. The Cottage City arrived at 
Seattle in the moruiug, having given 
Victoria the go-by, the Tees reaching this, 
her home port, last evening. 

All agree that the storm was one of 
the worst that has been experienced 
since the development of the northern 
goldtields has wade it necessary for 
steamers to.pass up the Lynn canal during 
the winter mouths. The Seattle left SUag- 
way on Saturday, the 13th, and thirty 
miJes out lost her propeller, the storm at 
the time being furious. After hours of 
drifting at the mercy of the driving and 
snow-laden winds she barely passed 
Bridget point, and brought up at anchor 
at a perilous place just beyond the point 
and within .'20 to 5(J feet of a reef, ever 
which the waters were angrily breaking. 
Pilot "liaughing" Johnson and four of 
the crew ,put off in the midst of the 
storm and with heroic fortitude rowed to 
Juneau, and brought the Cottage City to 
the relief. The disabled eteamer was 
towed to Juneau. 

The Cottage City and City of Seattle 
knocked tlieir bows together while the 
former was passing a line to the latter, 
and it is underBtuod one of the plates in 
the Seattle's steel hull was sprung or 
slightly punctured or otherwise damasod 
a little. The Cottage City sultered noth- 
ing more than a slight splintering of 
some of her upper works. 

From the statements made by the crew 
of the Cottage City and others who have 
watched the case with interest, a fat sal- 
vage fee will be expected by the racitic 
Coast Steamship company, owners of the 
Cottage City, from the Washington & 
Alaska Steamship conipan.v, owner of the 
City of Seattle. What the fee will ap- 
proximate canuot be stated by anyone, 
but will he brought out, uideiss the matter 
be compvmniBed, in the admiralty court. 

The Seattle first ran into the blinding 
snowstorm this side of Haines' Mission 
and was conyiejlcd to lie to for several 
hours. She mode a fresh start at six in 
the morniiig and ten minutes later lost 
her wheel. She drifted until ten. when 
three anchors were drooped at Bridget 
Point. 

A boat in charge of Pilot Jolin.son was 
then dispatched to Juneau with hope of 
petting aid. After fourteen hours of 
hard work daring which but one stoji 
Avas made ashore, and that to build a 
lire and get warm, the relief boat reach- 
ed Juneau, and got the Cottage City to 
go to the rescue. One of the ollicers of 
the Cottage City says: 

"It was blowing a heavy gale and the 
siiow was thick when we apj)roached the 
Seattle. We were two hours getting the 
lirst line to the ship, and then when we 
started to pull away the line parted. 

■"J'lie City of Seattle, as hen we gave 
her the first line, was hanging by her port 
.anchor alone, the starboard and kedge 
anchors having been carried away. When 
we. attempted to pull her out the Vort an- 
chor -was cut away, and that left her 
without an anchor to cast in the cniergen- 
cy. She began to drift back on the reef, 
and they put up a sail and etootl her off 
the shore. She was then 200 to ,300 
yards off shore, and we had to make a 
number of other dilUcult attempts to ap- 
proach and give her a second line. Which 
she took and held to until we towed her 
to Juneau, arriving there at 9 a.m. Sun- 
day. The Seattle's chain would probablv 
not have held three hours longer. 

"We left Juneau tor the run to Skag- 
way at (i a.m. Monday, and were thirty- 
one hours in a 'blinding snowstorm and 
lerriiu; wind. 

"Mad it not boon that we were twenty- 
four hours ahead of time on arriving iit 
Juiioau, there would have been no sleam- 
■er for the crew to engage, and the Seattle 
would not have been saved, and the lives 
of ber crew would havi' boon worth 
liut little for me to speculate on. ,\ot 
anodier steann r on this run has the 
weight and other fiaalifications that were 
nHjuired to rescue the Seattle under such 
t-jjiditious." 
Purser Curtis of the CottML'c Citv says: 
"City of Seattle was only lio !e('t from 
the socks and had she struck all aboard 
would 'have mot cert^un deiith. There 
was no opporhmity for getting ashore. 
She could not have held a half day longer 
at flnclior." 

V. 51. Woodruff, of the Northern cora- 
iiiercial company, who started south on 
the Seattle, said: 

"I was still up and in the after cabin 
when the ship lost her wheel. I thought 
at the time that the ship had struck a 
rock, and I somewhat believe so yet. I 
heard a noi.ie forward and then' a jar 
l)i> — " - ■• - -

fc]rw;ird. gilded mostly over it and then 
hit Roniething v/ith her heels. However, 
it may have be<'n merely jarry of the ma- 
chinery.

tage City. The ship would round up in 
the teeth of the gale, put about and then 
steam back past us. She did not dare 
come head on. Once it was planned to 
send a boat from the Cottage City to the 
City of Seattle, and the boat was hung 
from the davits over the water. The 
ships come so close together side by side 
that small boat was ^crushedt , and the 
man had to climb a 'fliaTit ropei'like a 
squirrel to escape. 

'"The two ships danced for a while head 
ou against one another like two goats and 
each ship was injured soiue, the Seattle 
suffering, her captain told me, injury to a 
plate. The Cottage City was injured on- 
ly a little on the upper woodwork. 

"After the parting of the first line the 
Cottage City made a desperate attempt to 
come up to us agaiu and finally aucceed- 
eil. The Seattle was enabled after grekt 
effort to put uj) sail and stand away from 
I he rock until the second line w.ns given 
us. Hopes of being saved from the rocks 
were almost gone when the last and suc- 
cessful effort was made. The Cottage 
City had circled around u.s three or four 
times. ^ 

"The arrival of the Cottage City in 
sight wa«j a gi-eat .surprise, and she look- 
ed as big and majestic as a great city. At 
times we could not sec her as she towed 
us going to >Iuneau, the waves were .so 
high. 

"On the way back from Juneau the 
Cottage City encountered a stiffer and 
more furious gale than the Seattle felt, 
and_ had to patrol for hours back and 
forth on a t^hort stretch of water. 1'he 
ship rolled and labored hard, and dishes 
"ent flying in all parts of the dining 
rixmi. The men ou the bridge were wet 
with spray." 

The passengers on the Seattle made up 
a purse of lor Pilot Johnson and his 
four men. A testimonial was signed by 
the p:issengers in appreciation of the 
work of the Seattle's crew.

PllOBABLE PROMOTION. 

Capt. Pybua of the Tartar May Return 
to the Empress of Japan. 

In a receiS issue the San Francisco 
E.\aminer said: "It is probable that 
Capt. Pybus of the steamer Tartar will 
receive word on his arrival at Manila 
of bis appointment to the command of 
the steamship Empress of Japan. It 
was while temporarily captain of the 
Empress in July, 1S97, that Capt. Pybus 
established his best record of the trans 
Pacific steamers. He made up five days 
lost time between Victoria and Hong 
koug, thereby saving the company thou- 
sands of dollars in fines for overdue 
mail. The run from Victoria to Yoko 
hama was made in lO days, 3 hours and 
39 minutes, or an average of 17.57 knots 
per hour for the distance covered. On 
one day the Empress , of Japan steamed 
441 knots, or an average for the day of 
18.4; knots. The Japan Is ■ row com- 
manded by Capt. Lee, who brought her 
out seven years ago. Capt. Loo is get- 
ting along in years and has been ill 
tnuch of late. It is believed that be will 
soon retire. Capt. Pybus is aeat in line 
for promotion, and besides stands. high 
In the favor of the company for his 
splendid record."

The Tees left here just 
two weeeks ago to-day, and one the follow- 
ing luosday entered Lyuii Canal, although 
she had expcrleucea bad weather from 
Urangol Narrows north. In Lynn I'anal a 
terrible blizzard was blowing and Caiitaln 
Gosse decided to spend the night la William 
Henry Bay, -15 miles from Skagwav. The 
storm Increased during the night and was 
blowing big guns, carrying clouds of snow 
with It wlsen da.-.ilght broke In the morn- 
ing. At S:>JO, llndlug that the anchors were 
dragging, and that there was danger of 
the steamer being driven on the rocks. 
Captain Gosse rang to the engineer for full 
steam ahead, and hoisting his anchors 
started In the teeth of the«tormr. It was a 
tmrd light, lasting all da.v, but the brave 
little steamer won out and landed hor pas- 
.sengers safely at Skngway. During the trip 
Captain Gosse and I'llot Steele, who were 
on the bridge all day, could not discern 
the shores of Lynn canal, so thick was the 
snow falling, or. rather, being driven, as 
a hltlng wind was blowing down the canal, 
nio ollicers rubbed each others faces In 
Smow to keen them from being frozen, 
u hen the schooner reached Kkagway she 
was one mass of Ice, and despite the pre- 
cautions taken, both the ofllcers hail been 
frostbitten. .Speaking of the Tees the 
Skagway Budget said: "The Tees proved

Oiu-tcpnrt comes out liy way of IJoira— 
that is without i)ns.sin.c; tll^ou^'U tbo 
Transvaal— and it imrporta to give Mnfo- 
king pews up to the 10th instant At 
that time tlio cnoiny appeared to have 
Kufforcd soi-iously and to have considor- 
iihly reduced his force around tlie town. 
Ihc other despatch is from Gabcrones 
and comes out hy way of Dclagoa Bay. 
It professes to bring the news down to 
the I7th instant. Galiorones is a sta- 
tion on tlie railway 110 miles north of 
.Mafckin,;;. The news was probably 
lHi>iif;ht l o I.o n-ny.o ^lui'quos byjiicssen- 
^-iT,"~as it was si.\ days old when telo- 
j;raphcd.

An liidofinite sort of report speaks of 
Ills hi'inK in tlic neiijhborbood of Cnico- 
ililf Pools. This place is a little less 
than half way between Gaberones anil 
Mafeking, and is off the railway line. 
The last definite news of Ool. Phinier 
was that he bad reached Mnehuli.

A CHARACTERISTIC DEBATIi. 

The debate on tho resolution dealiuf; 
with tho exclusion of aliens from our 
placers was 11 characteristic! one. It dis- 
c'lo.scd the nature of the policy wliii'h tlie 
.present administration proposes to ful- 
;iow in the consideration of laiportaiit 
•(juestions. The members of the govern- 
inent bad very little to say, but their 
■supporters were instructed lo attuel; tlu' 
oi)position for pennitting the law to 
come into force. Mr. Smith, in a voice 
that he apparently meant to ho heard at 
Nanaimo, roared out that it was the 
duty lit till' opiiosilinu tu keep the 
government from going wrong, and 
hence he argued that as the opposition 
had not protested against the passage of 
the law last session, they were (>stoppeil 
from objecting to il now. It' .Mr. 
Smith's knowledge were equal to bis 
vehemence he would not advance any 
such rubbish, "and even he would resent 
being put up by the government lo talk 
:-:iieli utter nonsense. The government 
of a country is responsible for the nieus- 
iires whicli become law, even tlioagh 
they may not introduce them. If the 
goveruuieut cannot defeat a bill in the 
house il ean recomnu'nd its disallowniice. 
ibit the law in (inestion was int rodineil 
by the government. It was one nt I lie 
features of last session's legislalinu. 
Unless tlie o|)position were prepared to 
oppose it, they were in duty bound to 
Iicrmit it to pass v.-ilhnni firotest. fur I he 
rcspoMsibility ri'sted not iipno theiii but 
upon the government. They might very 
properly ask for delay, as Mr. Turner 
did, but this not being granted, it was no 
part of Iheir duly lo place thenisolves 
on rec'oi'd against the law, espeei.-:lly as 
it was rushed through with uui)recedenl- 
ed haste. 

Perhaps many members of the o|ipii- 
Hilloii believed then, as the ("nlnnist illil, 
that the law would woi-k tu the :i(lvan- 
liige of JSfitish ('olunil)ia, or they might, 
jis we know some of them in fact <lid, 
valertain no very decided opinions one 
way .or the other. Twelve months ago 
a very large luiniber of persons, who 
now oppose the law, believeil that on the 
wliole if might prove benelicial, altlmagli 
they did not deny tho force of much that 
was alleged against it. They have seen 
tlieir error. The cxtrnordiuary thing is 
that (he government has not realized that 
a mistake was made. Here is where 
the responsibility of tho government 
<;0me8rih— that is, for introducing the 
•law in the first Instance nnrl rushing it 
through the house before it conld be 
fully considered, and next in failing to 
see (li:il the law Iiiid proved mischievous, 
and (Hiiitling to introduce a measure 
looking lo its repeal. That tne law has 
worked, evil ■ is -shown Ijy . tho fact that 
the government- proposes to amend it by 
providing that aliens ma.v purchase 
(daeeis. This was one of the points 
Jigaiilst . whii;h the government was very

,V guarantee, on the other band, provides 
for ,1 certain maximum payment annual- 
ly, wliirli I'un mn'cr be exceeded, hut as 
the enterprise bi'comes proliiable may be 
reduced and ultimately exlinguisbed.

A .u'Uar:ui- 
teo ot -I per cent, on ,$1 ,01)0,000 means 
also ifillJ.OOO a year for the term of thi' 
guarantee, but the liabHity is only con- 
ilitioual. As soon as the roail began to 
]iay .-1 surplus over its operating expenses 
tho excesri would be devoted to the pay 
mout of the interest and the liability of 
tho city would bo reduced just so much 
We much prefer the guarantee system. 
It is. We think, the true way for a 
nmnicipalily lo aid a railway. It fixes 
ihe maximum liability and the taxpayers 
are relieved as the road becomes prolit- 
a'. le. The cases in which municipalities 
have taken stock in a railway do not 
warrant tho belief that thin is a T%-isc 
.iiu thoil. AVe are not saying anything 
against nmuiciial ownorschlp, for we are 
inclined to think that municipal owner- 
ship of railways, tramways and the like 
within the municipality and intended for 
purely local tratlic is wise policy. AVe 
recall tho case of the city of >St. .Tohn, 
X.B., which took $500,000 stock in the 
railway from that olty to Vancohoro, on 
the border of the folate of :Maine, now 
a part of the Cauadian I'iicilie. This 
stock subscription proved to lie simply a 
gift to the company, for the railway pass- 
ed into the hands of the bondholders in 
a very short time and was sold. To 
avoid the loss of any stock wliieh the 
ciry of A'icioria might take in a railway, 
it would be necessary for the citizens to 
assume tho responsibility of the interest 
Oh .uiy bonds that might be issued by the 
eomiianv. This is why we liave con- 
tended thiit ti e proposed by-law is noth- 
ing ni.uc nor Ic^^ than a proposal that tho 
city shall tiubscribe !i:,"illO,000 stock, guar- 
niiiee any bo-iils tlnit the company may 
issue and tu the end assume the A''ictoria 
iV Sidn.M bonds. 



view taken by Gir John at that time 

might well be folio .vod by the present 
government in tho event of discriminat- 
ing duties being imposed upon Canadian 
lumher^imported .into the United States. 
If onii' neighbors do not want our lumber, 
why by all menus let them do without 
it. If tliey prefer to pay a higher price 
fur a iXMirer domestic artii.'le, wo do not 
know why C'aaada should sentence her 
people to pay higher for any lino of 
goods which they are accustomed to buy 
in the United States. The people who 
are agitating for this duty say it will 
bring Canada to her senses. Our idea 
is that it will bo our neighbors who will 
experience this salutary change. After 
they have managed to keep out our lum- 
ber for a few y(!ars and have bad to pa.v 
ivliat they admit will be a higher price 
for one of the staple articles of consump- 
tion, they will only be too anxious to 
return to the present condition of things. 



TROUBLE OVER LUMBER. 

The Michigan lumbermen, who invest- 
ed largely in Canadian timber limits, are 
now ver.v inncb disturbed because of the 
order-in-conneil made at Ottawa [inibib- 
itin,g the export of unmanufactured lum- 
ber. They want Canadian logs for 
their mills and are not willing to move 
Ihoir plants to our side of the Inter- 
national Boundar.v. (Consequently they 
have asked the AVasliiuglon authorities 
to imiKise ret.Mliatoi'y duties upon Cana- 
<bau nmnulactured liunlier. The Secre- 
tary of State was in doubt if the action 
of Canada could be called discrimination 
against llie United Stales, wbich only 
wiiuM authorize the iiiipii'^it iuii ol' the 
retaliatory duly, and be referred Ihe 
question to the Attorney-General, whose 
opinion has imt yet been nuide public. 
.Meanwhile the Secretary of Stiite de- 
rliiies t.i iuipiisi' the dllt.V, irei'c the 
matter stands for the present, but the 
Michigan lumbermen are not satisfied, 
and iiropose to conlintic their agitation 
uutil ibiy obtain what they want. 

Canada can iilTord lo play ;i waiting 
game in- regard lo lipr lumber. Onr 
supply is large, but the annnul eorisnni])- 
liou of tho world is steadily increasing, 
and nowhere is this increase more 
nnirk(!il than in the t niied States. It 
is suggested by Ihe Wasliinglon eorres- 
liondeut of the Boston (ildhe that in the 
event of a heav.\- duty being imposed 
upon Canadian lumliei-, the Dominion 
may rctnlialo by a eoncsponding duty 
upon some product of the Unilod Slates: 
but wi. do not think !lii< u likely. Ai 
the time President Cleveland made his 
threat to slop the shipment of goods 
from Canada through the United sFates 
lo ibe Allanlic sealmu id. Sir .lohn Ma--- 
donald was askeil if raiiail.-i wniiM re- 
taliate. He replied in effect that re- 
taliation was generally «n act of cutting 
off the noso to spite the face, and he 
never was in fav(n- of that sort of thing, 
liecaiise the United Stntos might be un- 
willing to haul Canadian produce over 
their railways or handle it iit their sea- 
ports, there was neither ennunnii sense 
nor anylliing else wliieh should Iciid 
<':iuad;i In refuse tu miiljc money out of 
handliim United Stales prmliire. Th,. 



Durlne all tho discussion over the ao 
t; 111 of Lle.iteni:nt-Governor ^Iclnnes ir 

uis.'nissing ilie Turner ministry no one 
(juoti'il l!ic decipaU'll from the Secret;iry 
of State fiU' the Colonies to the tJovernor- 
General in the Letellier case. The Col 
onist did I'ot refer to It because it wa: 
quite salislied 11s to what the eonstitntioii 
al rule was in 'liat respect; but ii is ; 
Utile slnguliir that those who defended 
the Lieutenant-Governor did not mention 
it. In this despatch the right of tho 
Lieiilenaiit-i Iijvcriiiir to dismiss his min- 
isiers fur any c.iiise which ho may deem 
iitlleu nt is laid down ill so many win- 
as a f imdanieiilal principle 01' guver 
nieiit. Of Course llie doctrine that hav- 
ing disuiissed a ministry, the Lieutenuut- 
(iovornor must forthwith find some one 
as minister will accept llic rcsjiiinsildlity 
of hir, act. and stat.' the rea'-iui-^ to parlia- 
ment ami defend them, is not in any way 
affected. An act of dismissal may bo 
rendered unconstitutional by tho time 
and manner of it or the reasons assigned 
for it.

As it is desirable that there 
sii.'ill be siiiMc iiiieiitive fur teachers lo 
remain in th.e I'ufeission, we are inclined 
to think that the salary referred to is not 
I'xcessivo. In regard to women teachers. 
Me are familiar wilii tlie argument that 
the laljurer \- worthy of his hire, and 
that if n wonum can do the work of a 
man as well »s n man can do it she ought 
to be paid the same salary, and we are 
n-it iininiprc.-se 1 by il. On lln? other 
haiiil, tiiere is an argiinieiit for [laying 
men hiiiber sal.iries than women. The 
principal i t u public school, if a man, is 
likely to I e married and have a family 
to sii|ipi it. He has at any rate a cer- 
tiiiii station in the commiiuity, wbich as a 
ni.ii rieil man lie must maintain. In the 
majority of eases, Ihe woman principal of 
a scluiol is not likely to be married and re- 
main at licr post. These, in brief, are 
the arguments for and agiiinst cqualit.v of 
saiarics, and wo leave them for the peo- 
ple til con-iifler. 



"Sit down, sir." This is not the laiig- 
guiige fif a selluultiiaslei iu a refractory 
boy, nor yet of a trainer teaching his dog 
tricks. This is the way In which the 
Hon. Mr. Porstor, Speaker of the Legis- 
lature of British Cohimbiii, iiiblresses Ihe 
representatives of the people when one of 
them ventures to say something wbich 
the Speaker thinks ought not to be said, 
'Tni watching him." It was not a police- 
man spying upon a suspicions person who 
ejaculated this, but Mr. Speaker Fors- 
ter when a member suggested that some 
one else was not in order. Some one 
ought to make His Honor the Speaker a 
pret^eiit of a little manual of politeness. 
The Speaker has armed himself with a 
gavel, (iavels are not usually employed 
by tho S|)eakers of Jtritisli parliaments, 
even when the members are incliiu'd lo be 
lioistci'o'us. But no one can accuse the 
legislature of British Columbia of being 
boisterouH. Il is quite the reverse. It is 
!i little the most eve'i-temiieri'd assem- 
blage in Canada. In the older provinces 
if a Speaker would act as Mr. Korster 
.ids ho would be openely defied, and 
would be forced to climb down from his 
perch in short order. (The expression is 
selected so as to coni'orm lo Mr. Uorster't, 
hingiiagc.) It is the duty of the members 
of tho opiiosition lo teach him i\ lesson, 
and there is n \ cry i-.\>y w.iy lo do it.

We have received from FailTan's 
.\geiic.\- tlie t'ollowing desiiati-li, ree-eived 
rrom its eorresiiomleul in Pretoria, -who 
gives, under diite of Deeember 10, some 
ilileresting details as to tlu^ situation in 
.loliannesliurg: 

Siiiee my arrival here T have paid a 
visit to .lolianneshnrg. As 1 drove 
tlirinigli its silent streets I passed liy 
liiinilreds of lieautiful Inunes, ver.v few 
of whicli /ire nou- occupied. The dust- 
covered steps nnd neglected lawns gave 
a forlorn look to tiiis si range city. 
Oannt dogs, dirty, neglected and half- 
starved, hut nearly all well lired. eyed 
one wisffidly and seemed to look ilis- 
coiisoliitc at not recognizing the ftunllihr 
iaee of their master. The nilthoritics 
ate rapidly killing tlu- poor brutes off 
out of sheer merey. I visited the de- 
Ferlcd hospiliil, wliieli, with room for 
•100, hud ■ then only a dozen patient.'!. 
Hut its long lines of hod.s will bo filled 
very shortly, and then its little niedieal 
and nursing staff will lie ill able to cope 
with the work. T'erfeet law iinil order 
leign in the town. There nrp 110 lires, 
no rnhlierie.s. nnd no wilful dnniiige to 
l>roi)crty. lOven the sninll boy ncglocttj 



the handy stone and respects the ^viii- 
dows of the empty houses. The bnrgo- 
inasfer told me that he estimated tin 
number of white people in the town at 
:iO,000, while there are 10,000 Kallirs in 
the mines. Of the whole population, 
13,000 lire being fed or nitioned by the 
govornmont. They arc Kcnernlly pour 
people, the wives nud children of men at 
the. front. The bftnks were compelled 
to reimiin open, and many of the stores 
opened for certain hours daily. Despite 
the rjuiet, the chief hotels remained open, 
and cnbs nnd ricUshnws still plied for 
hire. The moraiiig niarkols were sup- 
plied with iiii aliaadanee of food, which 
v/as sold at any price. I.iarge numbers 
of Polish .Tews weie hanging about Hie 
poorer (nmrter of the town, looking in 
vain for Christian enstomers. 

But tho niine.s were the most interest- 
ing feature of Johannesburg. Eight 
mines were being worked by government 
orders, five of them tinder the direct 
control of government ollieitils. These 
eight are the Vllliige Main llecf, and 
the Wemtner. I''erreira. Uobinsnn, lioii- 
anza, Itose Deep, Pioneer and Worces- 
ter companies. 'Phe gold output for 
September was 12l),ri,"(! ounces. This 
was from (K! Hand companies nnd eight 
companies outside. The output for Oc- 
tober was about 18,000 ounces, during 
tho period subseiineut to the deeliiration 
of war. 

The stale mining eiigineer, .Mr, ,1. IT. 
Munnik, has iiiailo his lieadi|uarters at 
the Itobinsoii. and is doing remarkably 
well. Ili.s ruiiaing e.xpinses are actu- 
ally less per ton than under Ihe former 
arrangement. He has opened the Ilob- 
inson Foundry, and is able to do not 
only the mining work, but contribute 
largely to the supplies for the army de- 
partment. When the mines were first 
taken over it was found that many im- 
portant. parts of the machinery had been 
damaged or bidden, but these difflcultics 
were overcome. There arc now 10,000 
natives and 4.000 whites employed in 
the mines, nnd other mines are being 
opened lis fust as men ean be organized. 
•Mine managers anil others seem to 
have been under the impression that the 
stoppage would be onl.v a matter of 
weeks, and no attempt appears to have 
been made to make arrangements for 
the care of the machinery or the under- 
ground workings. 

Immense (iniiiitil ie.s of valuable prop- 
erty has been secreted in the mines, 
personal elTeets. provisions, pianos, bug- 
gies, imintiiigs anil the like. Many such 
things were only discovered just m time 
when the water had retielied to within a 
few feet of them. There were also dis- 
covered quantities of arms and aminnni- 
lioii. and the irovernment claim to have 
made nmny important discoveries thiit 
will be of use to them in due course. 
.Mllioiigli till, liooks of many companies 
were removed prior to the outbreak of 
war to Capeiowii and Durban, an enor- 
mous (luantily of ilornnuTits has been 
overhauled by governiiienl-niipointei! 

.\pertH, who are now preparing a re])ort 
which is " to create the greatest sensa- 
tion of mojlern times." A large nnin- 
ber of mines are filling with water, 
owing to pumping bein;; stopped. As 
the rniny season is now on. water is 
malcinR at a grent rate, and in a short 
lime the pumps will be drov/ned out nnd 
niuoli dnmngo done. The minister of 
mines has been holding interviews with 

be reprc^cnintives of the companies as 
to abiitiiig pumping. \ number of 
niiiics declare that l'"rcnch and German 
sharehdlilers control the maioritv of 
the stock, and that they slionhl there- 
fore be permit led to pniiip. The govern- 
nieiit are not in favor of having many 
foreigners in the country, and nil the 
liurghcrs are reiiiiired to meet tlie Eng- 
lish. Tbo problem is a didienit one. 
.\part frotn ilio l.ilior i>r,d.l,-ni iiself, ii 
is debated as to whether llio labor that 
might possibly In. ilevoted to inimping 
niiglit not he iiiore protitalily employed 
in growing food, innsmuch ;is it is con- 
sidered that there is abundance of money 
in hand, both here and in Kurope, for 
all necessary purposes.

Although there was no night sitting 
of the legislature yesterday, the house 
previous to the early evening adjourn- 
ment went through the longest list of 
business that bus been disposed 'of in 
any one day this session— motions for 
returns and iiucstions to be answered by 
tlie ministers taking up a major jiart of 
tlie order paper. The only real debate 
of the day was upon Mr. Ilelmckon's 
resolution looking to the settlement of 
the Songhees reserve question, upon 
which virtually everyone expressed him- 
self, there being perfect unanimity of 
opinion on the princiiile involved, but 
the details being looked at in different 
lights by some members of both sides. 
None of the second readings of new 
L'overninent measures AS'erc liroii^'lil on, 
and the lisi of business tor llic ensuing 
silling Ideplcted by the disappearance of 
the lon^' series of motions and iiuestioiis) 
was tilled mi by the iiresentation of tbrei- 
new niiblie and three private bills, the 
most imiiortnnt being in the direction of 
rm iher amending the Coal Mines Itegu- 
lalion .Vet.

PRIVATE BILLS PRESENTED. 

Mr. Green (chairman) presented the 
first report of the private bills committee, 
slating the |ireamblos proved and stand- 
ini: orders complied with in the <'ases of 
the -Vtlin Railway and Cliilcat I'ass 
Itailway Company bills. In connection 
with petitions Xos. 1 ami -I— Ihe C'row's 
.Vest Pass Light Power Co.'s bill, and 
Ihe Vancouver City Amendment bill— 
th(> committee reported the bills not 
complied with, as up to the L'lith Decem- 
ber last the lime bad not expired for the 
publication of notice; although, owing 
to the objects soniiht in the bills in 
iliiestioii being iiresiimably in the public 
interest, and the iictitions bein;r otlier- 
wise ill order, it was recommended that 
the rules iie siis]iended so as to admit of 
the bills being iiilrodneed— subject of 
course to llie payment of double fees. 

The report was received upon reading. 
PETITIOX.S. 

Mr. Clifford presented a petition from 
I'.dward Cibson and others, for the iu- 
lorporatioii of a company to construct 
and operate a railway from "Victoria 
City to the eastern boundary of the 
]H'oviiice. 

Mr. Speaker ruled out of order the 
Iielitioii which had been presented by 
Mr. Elierls for residents of South Vic- 
toria district, objecting to the location of 
a cerlain selioid. The cause of objec- 
lioii was that an expenditure of public 
money was involved. 

The petition of the British Columbia- 
Yukon railway compauy was re:id. re- 
ceived !ind ordered to be printed and ri'- 
ferrcd to the railway committee. 
ALLOWED TO STAND. 

Mr. I'jberls permitted to stand over 
the bill of whicli he had given notice ihe 
first day of the session, for the amend- 
ment of the Placer Mining Act — as he 
had noticed that the Attorney-Cieneral 
had a similar measure on the order 
paiier. the object of each being presuni- 
ably to amend the alien exelusiou law. 

On the order for the same measure 
standiug in the Attorney-Ceiieral's 
name being reached, it too was "passed" 
by .Mr. II(>nderson. 

XEW LEOISLATrOX. 

The following bills were introduced, 
lead a lirst time and iilaeed ou the 
orders for second reading at the next 
sitting of the house:

UP-TO-DATE ACCOUNTS. 

Mr. Turner, seconded by Col. Baker, 
moved for a return to the house of the 
accouiils of revenue and expenditure 
from the Isl .Inly. ISOO, to the .'Ust De- 
cember. bS'.lO. 11 was important, the 
o[. position leader contended, that the 
house slionlil. if possible, have the infor- 
iiiiitioii sought by this motion, although 
lion. Mr. Cotton had informed liim that 
il was doubtful if it could be procured. 
The l''inaiice Minister had a few days 
iiL'o said thiil ho (Mr, Turner) "never 
forgot auylhiii^' and never learned any- 
thing.'" He might say that be had not 
forgotten that Ihe late goveriimeiU had 
been regularly asked for jnsi such in- 
rormation as was sought in this resolu- 
tion, the gelitleiiien opposite vigorously 
iiisislim; iiiion their ri^lils to rei'eive it. 
It liad been riiriiislied tliein, too-iii 1,S02, 
ISl).'! and IS'.IK-so that |irccedeiit and 
practice jnslilied the resolution. If he 
liad not " learned aiiytliini:." according 
to the Minisler of I'iliance. the' lionor- 
alile geiillemaii referred to apparently 
Inid. fov he now |.'ut forward the very 
same explanations of the dilliculty of 
presenting these accounts that while in 
opposition he had declared to be insuffl- 
elent. It was not a detail statement 
that was asked for. but such informa- 
tion of a rough nature as the flnance de- 
partment could supply. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton had no objection to 
tl-.e resolution, but explained that it 
would be orly an iibslract iliat he could 
snpiily, thi- abstract usually going to 
Ihe house through the public accounts 
coniiiiittee. He would look into the 
matter • involved by the resolution, and 
do whatever was possible in the ilirec- 
tion of meeting the opposition leader's 
wishes— and for this purpose moved the

TIIK SONtillKIOS UESI3IIVE. 

Mr. lleliueUen moved, with Mr. Mc- 
Phillips as seconder, that 

"Whereas resolutious have at various 
times been passed by this house for the 
removal of the Indians from the Song- 
hoos reserve; md whereas the inain- 
tcuance of such reserve is u delriineiit 
to the city of Victoria; and whereas 
lately an arbitration 1ms Ihmmi held for 
ascertaining the price to be paid by the 
E. & N. Uailwny Co. for the acriuisition 
of the right-of-way through such re- 
serve: Be it therefore resolved that this 
house respectfully "rge upon the goveni- 
lueiit I lie desirability of lids matter re- 
ceiving earlv consiih.ration, and such 
steps be taken by the provincial govern- 
ment as will ensure the removal of the 
said Indians from the said reserve." 

The mover felt sure that in any meas- 
ure tliat iiii;;ht be taken for the settle- 
ment of this long-standing cause of vexa- 
tion to Victoria city and to the pruvinee, 
he had the synipalliy and co-operation of 
the Premier and of the goveriiinenl. He 
referred to tlii> resolution of tlie city coun- 
cil of A'ictoria not ion;,' auo. looking to the 
possible iicip-.isitioii of a public park in 
the district now inchided in the reserve 
property; anil also to the correspondence 
reeenlly laid before the house iu which 
the Dominion government appeared to 
have exiu-ssed a determination to con- 
sider as the only basis of settlement the 
proposition that hod been made to the 
late government by Mr. McKinna, ot Ot- 
tawa, acting as a special commissioner iu 
this Songhees reserve question. These 
terms proposed by the Dominion govern- 
ment had not been accepted by the pro- 
vincial authorities ns they appeared to 
involve a siii-rilice or abandonment of pro- 
vincial rights; and here the matter rested. 
He had no doubt but that the Premier 
waH doing his best to find some means by 
which the object sought might hi- ulti- 
mately gaineil, and he tlioiiglil Ihe pre- 
sent would he found an opiiortiine time at 
whi(di to resume negotiations with the 
Dominion •;(]vernmein in this direction. 
The recent ibislardly murder of Mrs. 
Wiigs upon ilic reserve in quest ion had 
again directed attention to tlie necessity 
of briaj-'ing this tract of land within the 
city— yet uiii'onlrolliibh' by the city— un- 
der iiroper iMilicim;; while at Ihe same 
time the reeenl arbitration as to ihe 10. 
iV .\. rik'lit of way haii I'liabled an ap- 
Iiroxiimilioii of values to be obtained that 
had never heeii obtainable heretofore. 
He thought that the member for South 
East Kootunay had possibly come nearer 
to the solution of this problem than any- 
one else when he had proposcll to in- 
clude the Indians themselves in the scope 
of the negotiations for settlement, for Ihe 
Indians were hiiinnn lioings. and so to be 
treated— besiilcs which they had niaiii- 
fi'sied no dis;io.-il ion Id act nnreasomibly. 
He tlioiiiiht thai all parlies concerned— 
llie I'roviuciiil and Dominion govern- 
ments, the Indians, and hy courtesy jicr- 
liaps. the A: N. railway company, 
should get togetlier, and instead of al- 
lowing this matter to drag on inlermiii- 
ahly, devise sonic sclieme for its settle- 
meiit upon a basis of justice and fairness 
to all. 

IIO.V. :\IK. SIOMId.V agreed that the 
Iiresent goverrment was jiisl as anxious 
as their i)redc<'CSSors had been to make a 
f^atisfactory end of this (piestion, hue had 
found the jmlh of settleuiciit strewn with 
dilllculties. He did not agree with the 
lion, member for Victoria that it. would 
be wise to introduce the Indians or the 
city council, or the E. & N. railway com-

The newly formed Shawnlgau Lake Ho- 
tel Coinpuuy Is to bo the bonefactor in this 
Instance, and work on the new buildings, 
which arc clestluea to miike Shawnlgau 
Lake famous ns a pleasure resort among 
Puclflc Coast attractions Is to commence 
at once. 

A ColoDlst reporter yesterday had an op- 

porlnnlty of Inspecting the plans ot the 
aew Hotel and outbuildings prepared by 
Architect S. .Muclure for the Shawiilgan 
bake Hotel Company. The plans for the 
hotel Inilklliig proper show a spacious 
striiL-ture of mure iliaii ordinary beauty 
being an adaiitiitloii of Ihe Swiss style of 
arclillectare, wiih spacion.s apartmenis on 
every lloor, the exterior being encircled 
with hroiid veraiiiliihs, aifordliig dellglilfnl 
strolling area for pleasure seekers. 

Tlie site of the new hotel aud recrcatloa 
groanils Is most picturesque, the lociillty 
chosen being Just south of the little sta- 
tion 6t GlICBVlIlc.

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pany in the discussion, as it would ouly 
■furthep complicate a situation that was 
too complicated already. The provincial 
Jinthorities coiJd only recognize and deal 
■with the Dominion governmen, which 
was the main jMirty in the conference. It 
was true that the lute governmeut had 
had a biisis of settlement proposed to it 
by the Dominion, but it was not such a 
proposal as could— in view of provincial 
rights— be accepted. ' The present gov- 
ernment had endeavored to resume nego- 
tiations, and had been met with the in- 
lormation thnt the solution of the difli- 
t-nlty proposed to the former ministry was 
the only one which the Dominion_ would 
consent to consider. It was in this posi- 
tion that the matter stood at present, and 
ie did. not ace th«t anything could very 
well be done. 

HON. MB. COTTON also emphasized 
that the government was anxious and 
willing to do all in its power to secure a 
settlement of the entire question, but 
pointed out that there were several fac- 
tors that had been ignored in the basis of 
adjustment proposed by the Dominiou. 
He WHS quite agreed with the proposition 
that the Indians should be properly pro- 
•vided for, but his view was that this 
would have been done when they were 
settled upon sonic other tract of land, 
away from the city, luui better suited to 
the conditions iinil necewiities of their 
mode o£ life. As an Indian reserve, a 
tract of good laud fifty or a hundred 
miles from the city would be even more 
comfortable and advantageous for the In- 
<lians, better hunting and tisliing beiug 
provided; and he therefore thought that 
when the province sliould liave provided 
such a now home for the Indians, they 
should ho satisfied and the province have 
the right to deal with this city land, the 
increased value of which since It was 
first recognized as au Indian reservation 
lifld been in no way brQught about by the 
Indians. The Dominion government ap- 
peared to think, however, that the In- 
"iians were in some undefined way en- 
titled to an intorest in the unearned in- 
crement, and this appeared to bo one of 
the moat difflcult points to dispose of in 
the settlement of the. vesatious question. 
The provincial government were quite 
willing to provide for' the Indians— they 
might even go so far as to set aside a cer- 
tain portion of the moneys realized from 
the dispofial of the land, for tlie benefit 
of the Indians— but tl»o proposal submit- 
ted by the Dominion government, as the 
only one wliich could be oonsidored, was 
not one that the provincial government 
could admit with due regard for provin- 
cial rights. 

COL. BAKER also regretted that an 
arrangement appeared impossible as long 
as the Dominion retained its present, and 
wrong position- which, however, the lo- 
cal government should use every endea- 
vor to have corrected. lie held that the 
land occupied as a reserve did not in 
any wav belong to the Dominion, but was 
merely 'held in trust for the Indians, as 
wards of the federal authorities; and this 
being the case, maintained that it ehould 
be a simple matter to remove the Indians 
to another and (for them) more suitable 
part of the province. 

MR. KELiaK referred in pathetic 
tones to the time of the white man's com- 
ing, and the simple open-handed hospital 
ity extended by his red brother, the ori- 
ginal monarch of the soil. He wondered 
if the untutored savage had for a mo- 
ment imagined that the time would 
come' when the whites would be endea- 
voring to take from his descendants tlio 
last vostigo of their little heritage, lie 
also wondered if the time would come in 
its turn when the heathen Chinee would 
be legislating in the parliament buildings 
at Victoria to tal;e what is left of the 
land from the ^Tllites. (Laughter.) 

MK. IIELGKvSION argued that as the 
Indians were the original holdere of the 
land, they should be recognized as pos- 
sessed of full rights of ownershi]), and 
that if they v.'ere removed tlwy slionld bo 
paid the full present value of the land— 
which he estimated at somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $200,000. It was not 
their fault that the city had 'grown up 
around them— they were there before the 
city, 

MB. BOOTH suggested a friendly s>iit 
in the courts to determine whether the 
Dominion or the Provincial contention 
was correct as to the ownership of the 
land. 

MK. TURNEU e.\-plaine<l that the land 
contained in the SongheoM reserve was 
not in till! same position iik that com- 
prised in other Indian rfsscrvatioiis, ques- 
tioning whether the province had not a 
more particular aiul explicit right in this 
particular tract than in land <'()mpTisP(l 
in oilier reservations. lie argued strong- 
ly that when the Indians should be re- 
moved, all due consideration .sliould ,be 
given to the city's cliiini for a large part 
of the reserve area for purl; purposes— 
especially as Vancouver had been very 
liberally dealt with in tliis regard. Of 
course ho quite agreed that tlie govern- 
ment should treat the Indians with all 
fairness, and make adequate provision for 
their comfort. 

MK. McriilLLIPS hold thnt the gov- 
ernment should endeavor to have the legal 
status of the various parties intcrcstiKl 
determined by process of law. He firm- 
ly believed that the Dominion could be 
shown to be in the wrong. 

MB. EBbRTS endorsed the tenor of 
tho' resolution, and disputed any Domin- 
ion right in the reserve tract. lie quoted 
the old lease and agreement entered into 
in April, 1850, between Sir .Tames Doug- 
las and the heads of the tribe; and main- 
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tained that tUs; document entirely alter- 
ed the position of the case — securing the 
province "'In ;.the ownership and placing 
this reserve upon an entirely different 
basis than that of other Tcaerves through- 
out the Dominion, over which thei' federal 
authorities-have proprietory jurisdiction, 
lie traced tht^ll&tory of the ncgotiatious 
up to date' for'the settlement of the In- 
dians in some more suitable location, and 
pointed to the fact that the Dominion au- 
thorities had themselves admitted this re- 
serve to be in a ditfereut i>osition from all 
others, inasmuch as in the general cases 
whenever the Indians died, their shares 
of the property reverted to the province. 
By the application of this rule, the Brit- 
ish Columbia government should now be 
in potisession of the major portion of this 
reserve— the greater number of the Song- 
hees Indians having passed away. 

MR. IIAL/L was distinctly of the opin- 
ion that the land should revert to the pro- 
ving, and' met Mr. Helgesen's conten- 
tions with the argument that inasmuch 
as the Indians bad had nothing to do 
with the increasing of the value of the 
land in qucetlon, the unearned increment 
should properly come to tlie city of Vic- 
toria, or at all events, the province of 
British Columbia. Ho held that it would 
ho infinitely better for the Indians thom- 
selves to be given a new homo, more re- 
moved from the temptations of the' citv. 

MR. IIELMCKKN closed the debate, 
with a suggestion that one of the minis- 
ters should visit Ottawa, and endeavor 
to atlect a sett lenient without further de- 
lay of thiti vexatious question; and 

The resolution was adopted, Mr. Kellie 
alone voting "nay." 

BETDBNS ORDERED. 
Returns of correspondence were order- 
ed: 

Upon the motion of Mr. Turner, with

lu connection with the l ain-ellation of 
pre-emption dailies at Log t'abiii; 

In respect particularly to the cancella- 
tion of the pre-emption claim of Thomas 
Tiigwell, at Log Cabin; and 

For all correspondence? in the year 
ISOS, or in any year -subsequent theicto, 
between the provincial goveriinieiit and 
the Dominion govorniiiciit, or any otl 
Ii.'irties, in relation to the seizure liv the 
UniU-d Statiw, in November, 18!)7, of 
certain cattle, the ijroperty of '.riiomas 
IClliri, of I'eutit.-lon. 

With respe(-t to the case of Mr. Tug 
well, the leader of the opposition explain 
ed that he had been informed Mr. Tug 
well complied with all the lawti and regu 
lation in making his pro-eniiition, cleared 
his land, erected sub.staiuinl buildings, 
and had raised a crop of vegetables, 
which he was selling to the miners, when 
without notice or reason his pre-emption 
had been cancelled. The governmont 
should certainly have very good reasons 
before taking euoh n step; and It was to 
enabh? them to present those reasons to 
the country that the return had been 
a.skcd for. 

As to the ease of Mr. Ellis: he bad 
been in the habit of driving cattle from 
one part of the British Columbia interior 
to nriotlior through a strip of United 
States, iiiuler permit from the United 
States customs. On one particular oc 
sion the driver had been mopped by a 
new American custonis olllcer, despite hi^ 
protest that the permit had been regular 
ly obtained and would be produced ni- 
soon as he could send back for it— tin 
cattle seized, and disposed of. He (Mr 
Turner) had understood that uiion the 
matter being taken up by the Dominion 
authorities ami brought to trial in the 
Seattle courlr;, a di'cisioii favorable to Mr. 
Ellis had been reiiilered. 

PUBLIC I'ROSECIUTOUS. 

In moving for a return in dc'tail "of all 
moneys paid, and to w-iioni paid, for legal 
services rendered to the government or 
any of the public departments, and the 
nature of such services, (luring IS!)!)." 

.\lr. .Mel'liillips intimated that too many 
criminal cases in the lower courts were 
left to be prosecuted by private individu- 
als or the iiolice. both of w-liicli conrses 
were open to many objections, and bad 
been severely coniiiiented uiion. It was 
perhaps |)ossible tlnit a <-bauge ."hould 
now l)e niiule. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson had no objection 
to the resolution, and thought that tlu 
suggestions offered might eonlain value, 
although the subject dealt with was one 
retjuiring consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton thought that if the 
government provided puiilie prosecutors 
in tlie municipalities it might reasonably 
be expected that the government should 
ri'ceive nil, or a portion, of the lower 
court lines or fees. 

Mr. Kbertr; pointed to tlie fai t that un 
der section 2;>.'{ of tke Municipal Cluuses 
.■\ct. tile duty of prosecating was placed 
iipon the municipalities, so that therefore 
if tlie gcvernnient furnished counsel as 
proposed, the act -would necessarily have 
to be amended so as to relieve the nuini- 
cipalilies of the obligation of providing 
prosecutors in extreme cases. 

The resolution was agreed to. 
MINERALS ON INDIAN BESEBVES 
_Mr. McNeill moved, seconded by Mr 
Kellie, for "all correspondence between 
any member of the provincial govern 
inent and any membc-r of the Dominiou 
government, relative to negotiations al- 
lowing the working, under suitable regu- 
lations, of the minernls on Indian Re 
fiervps within the proviiiec." The mover 
indicated that tliis was in the line of a 
recommendation from the raining com 
niittee of last session, and involved : 
question of great importance to the min- 
ing interest, more esiiecially on the west 
coast of Vancouver Isbmd. Tlie reserves 
there appeared to be "without niiinher, 
even uh the siiiids of the sea" is, while it 
w-as no uncommon thing to find whole 
reserve-s in the possession of one man. 

Mr. Deani! favored the resolution, and 
it was agreed to. 

STILL MORE KETURXS. 

Mr. Eberts moved lor a return "of all 
letters \>v telegrams (if any) from the 
agent-general in Loiiiloii, <-r the Hank of 
British Columbia, sent prior to the nota- 
tion of the bifit loan, calling the atten- 
tion of the government to the fact that 
the presence of tlie Minister of Kinniice 
was necessary in London to facilitate the 
dotation." 

Coionel Baker moved for a return "of 
all corr^'sjiondi'iiee between the govern- 
ment or any niemlier or ofllcer thereof, in 
relation to the schools in South East 
Kootenay, espeeially the schools at Fer- 
nie, Cranbrmdv and Kort Steele: and re- 
inrn.> of the numlier of cliildreu of ^-chool 
age ea<.-h of those throe places." 

Both ihwe were agr<ied to. 

S ETTLE RS' G RI E V A \f !ES. 

Mr. R. Smith moved for the appnint- 
iiu'iit of a select committee consisting of 
Me.-isrs. Booth. Ilelmcken, Ilelgoseii, 
.Xeill. and the mover, to enquire into the 
grievances of certain settlers In Nanai- 
nio district and within the E. & X. rail- 
way belt, and set forth by petition or 
otherwise, and as oontainwl in reports of 
a Dominion coninii.i,sionor. appointed hv 
tJie ■ Dnmmion parliament to investigate 
the whole of the cases, and.vwblch has 



since forwarded above reports to the pro- 
vincial government, with an opinion that 
a settlement ought to be made by the 
provincial ^government; with power to 
seridrijOEipersona and all necessary papers, 
and isall fof and examine witnesses under 
oath." ^ .- , 

This, too, was adopted without division 
or debate. 

OUT OF ORDER. 

Mr. Deano moved that 

"Whereas among the volu'ntecrs who 
have gone or niuy go to South Africa to 
serve with Iler :Majesty's forces during 
the present war there are some persons 
who are the holders of claims under the 
provisions of the Mineral Act; and where- 
as it is desinible that the eaid claims 
should he proti'cted during the iibseiiee 
from Britisii Columbia of said persons, 
while .serving Her Majesty as aforesaid; 
be it therefore resolved, that the mineral 
elaiinii of any British Columbia volun- 
teer serving Her Majesty in the prenent 
was be not open to location by any per- 
son during the absence of such volunteer 
iipon said service, nor for a period of 
twelve months after the close of said 
■»var." 

Hon. Mr. Cotton directed Mr. Speak- 
er's attention to the fact that this was 
clearly out of order. The goverument 
would make suitable arrangements to ac- 
complish the end sought by the resolu- 
tion, with the spirit of whfcli all mem- 
bers of the house would be in accord. 

"Out of order," said Mr. Speaker. 

PROVINCIAL LOAN ACT. 

Mr. Helincken moved that itemized re- 
turns be t;eiit down of all expensiri in 
i.'onnection with the tloating of the loan 
authorized by the Provincial Loan Act, 
1899. 

This wag agreed to. 
RESI'ECTING A HEN PHEASANT. 

Mr. llelnu-keii moved for "copies of the 
order in council reniilting the fine iui- 
lH)sed upon Mr. 1). M. Calliriiitli, of Dun- 
ean, for an infi-ai-tinn of the Game Act, 
together witli eo|iies of the information 
;ind dispo.^itiniis taken on the trial, and 
of all material used or fiirwiirded in sup- 
port l.y the said 1). M. Galbraitli, or any- 
one on liiis beiialf, to obtain tlie roniis- 
sioii ^>l■ the said fine," 

The senior member foi' Victori!! city 
cxplaiiieil that in his capacity as sponsor 
for the Game Act, and more parlielllarly 
as protector of that nol)le bird, the hen 
pheasant, he felt it his duty to investigate 
the eircnnistauei.'S of thiw particular case. 
This .\lr. (Jalbraitli, he iiiiderstuod, to be 
;i somewhat noted sportsman, inclining 
rather more to fish than to fowl. He 
had pleaded guilty to having a hen 
jiheafiant in his possession tinlawfuUy; 
had been lined; and feeling deiiretssed in 
consequence, bad applied for and secured 
a remission of the fine. The object of the 
resolulicm was to obtain a disclosure of 
the material upon which the conviction 
had been made, and that upon which the 
line had been remitted. 

"Haven't you a question on the paper 
In this same caseT' asked Hon. ilr. Cot- 
ton. 

"I have," said Mr. Ilelmcken, 

"Asking for Information on the very 
subjects which are stated as facts for the 
basis of this resolution 

"That's it," acquiesced Mr. Ilelmcken. 

The resolution passed. 

MINISTERS ANSWER QUESTIONS. 

Mr. MoPhtllipe asked the Minister of 
illnos: "What revenue was derived 
from the taking out of now free niiner.s' 
eertilieates, or renewal of same, -vvbeii 
were it not for the passage of tLe Miner- 
al -Vet Aniendnient Act, ISO!)," free min- 
ers' ci'rtiticates in such cases would linve 
exten'ded beyond the nist of May.

Hon. Mr. Iliime replied: "The depart- 
ment of mines docM not receive returns of 
the revenue derived I'rimi the issue of 
free miners' certificates, but it was not in 
any way affected by the operation of the 
Mineral Act Amendment Act, 1899." 

:Mr. Ilclnickeii asked the Minister of 
Finance: "■1. Is it a fact that aa order in 
council lias been p.-ir.sed remitting a line, 
or a portion thereof, imposed ui)Oii Mr. 
(Jalbraith, of Duncan, for iin infraction 
of the Game Act'.' What i.fik:,.! i,iixi- 
tioii ilocM the said Mr. Galbrnitli occupy'/ 
:!. What is the date of-(a.l Ti;.' iniposi- 
tion of the fine; (b.) The remis-slou there- 
of. 4. What was the amount of the 
line, and what wa% the amount remitted? 
.'i. Why was the fine remitted?" 

Hon. Mr. Cotton replied that the de- 
partment of (iuauce had no infornuitlon 
on the subject, and snggosted that the 
senior member for Victoria might ajiply 
to the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Tumor— Or the C^hief Coinmissiim- 
er of L;inds and Workn, or the Minister 
of Agriculaure! 

^tr. Turner asked the Premier: "1. 
Has the government appointed anyone to 
position of government agent at Ques- 
nelle Forks'/ '2. If so, who is appoint- 
ed'/" 

Hon. Mr. Senilin replied: "There has 
been no appoinlnient made." 

Mr. Mel'liillips asked the Premier: "1. 
Is it the intention of the government to 
introduce an act to repeal the Placer 
Mining Act Amendment Act, ISO!), com- 
monly known as the Alien Exclusion 
Act'/ 2. If aiiHw-ered in the negative or 
not answered at all. as bi-iiiK a matter of 
Iiolicy — w-ill, if a private memlier intro- 
duces such act. the government permit its 
consideration by the house?" 

Hon Mr. Semlin replied th.it as the 
first part of the (piestion touched upon n 
matter of government pollcj', he was not 
in a position to answer. As for tlie eec- 
ond <iuostIon — If such legislation were in- 
troduced, it should be by the government. 

Mr. McPhillips nskod the Attornei-^ 
General: "1. Has not the Placor Jlining 
.Vet. Amendment Act, 1S90, prevented, 
ami does it not exclude, all aliens from 
obtaining the rights of free miners, ;ind 
also exclude all Britirfi and Canadian 
corporations from exercising the rights of 
free miuers even if such i-orjiorations take 
out iirovincinl letters of license to do 
business in British ColninbiaV 2. Has 
not the Placer Mining Act Aniendnient 
Act. ISO!), pn-veiited. .-ind does it not pi-e- 
vent, all aliens and all Brititili and Cana- 
dian comiianies from acquiring, jiurchas- 
Ing, or taking the assignment of any plac- 
er claims'/" 

Mr. Speaker ruled the question out of 
order as involving an expression of legal 
opinion. 

Mr. Turner asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lnnils .'ind Works: " 1. lias 
the government advertised for the con- 
struction of roads under the act, chap. 
Tf), 1S99, entitled the ' Development of 
Toll Beads Aet'? 2. If so, for what 
roads?" 

Hon. Mr. Cotton replied: "No." 

Mr. Eborts asked the Miiiistcr of 
Fiiianeo: "How much was paid to the 
Ageiit-d'eneral in liOndon dufing the 
year ISO!), in addition to tlie sum voted 
li.v parliament'/" i 

Hon. .Mr. Cotton: "Nothing,"' 

Mr. McPhillips asked the Attorney- 
Genenil: " Is it intended to aaiend the 
Queen'.s Counsel Act, ISOO, so as lo 
iiiak(! it couforin lo the legislation of 
Ontario, and provide in jiroper eases for 
the recognition of the Dominion aiipoint- 
nients, imd . . in particular recognizing 
gen,tleinen...who. have> been. and are now 
members of .

, & No owner, agent or manager of a mine 
sball employ underground, or allow to be 
underground for the purpose of employ- 
ment. In any mine to which the Coal Mines 
Ilogulatlon Act applies, any person who Is 
unable to read the special rnle.s for said 
mines, as printed In Kiifjllsh, and to tinilcr- 
stand the same to the satisfaction of the 
inspector. 

It Is secondly provided that the iindcr- 
inaniiKer (or jdt boss) must have passed an 
examination and be duly certificated as 
si-cond cla.ss. mine managers being renulred 
to possess llrst-class certiflcatcs. 

Tile third Inipurtnnt seutlon of the act 
provides for the nrcparatinn of an ticcm-ate 
plan of the workings of every niiiic, which 
innst be kept ciirrected np to date not 
more than three montlis liack, and be in the 
olllce of till' owner, aL'ent, or mana;;i'r of 
the mine. This plan Ls reiiulred to show 
the Kcncral direction and rate of dip o£ liie 
strata, tORether with a section of the stra- 
ta sank tliron»;h, or If that be not reas.in- 
nlily practicable, a statement of tlii> ile|)th 
of the sliaft, with a Beclloii of the seam. 
This map or plan is to be avalltible (con- 
lldenllally) to the Inspector; and in the 
event of abandonment must be filed 'in the 
olllce of the department of the minister 
of mines, to be held secret for a period of 
ten years, after which it miiy be nvallalile 
to any Interested mine worker, who may 
he enabled thereby to more Inteliljrently viii- 
dertake to work adjoining properties. "This 
section of the bill now brou>:ht forward 
is based upon a similar provision In the 
KnK'llsh law, and Is said to iie heartily ap- 
proved by collierv ex|ierts. 

'i'iie fotirtli ami last fealure of tlie iilli is 
verv similar to a provision liii'iuporated in 
the .Metalliferous Mines Act last yi'ar, pro- 
vliiiriK that 

"Any adJolnliiR owner may appl.v to the 
Inspector, under this act, for the purpose 
of learning wliotiier such mine Is benli; 
worked Into his terrltor.v. uud upon sueh 
application belns made the inspector shall 
examine the places of such mine and make 
a report thereon to such adjoining owner n« 
to whether his territory is or Is not bciug 
encroached on,"

Moililcr Kivor, Dec. 1.— Wo had fought i 
two buttles in live dttys, tinil then, Jiftof | 
a short march, hud come upon ii"larKe| 
pond and had halted and camped bcsidt? ' 
it. 

When tliero is ' tiino I ■will toll you 
what water is — or the taste of it, or oven 
the sisht of it— to 10,000 iiuirching mon 
on this piirchcd veldt. AVo liad started 
from water at Orange River, uuirched 
to water at Fincham's Farm, then 
marched to the next ■water at Belnioiit, 
and fotiKht there. Thence we hiiil 
innrclioil to Crns I'an tiiul fouRht, treas- 
uring 11 little water more than wo treas- 
ured human lives, and so on until wo 
filled our carts and bottles nt thi.s pond 
by Honey Nest Kloof. 

To the north of us, in pur)iie bulk, 
rcso the hills that lio a few miles beyond 
the Modder river. They interested us 
liecause many said that in or beyond 
them wc 'would meet the Boers for the 
last time before entering Kiniberlcy, :i 
dozen miles further on. But we had 
water aplenty— to drink, to wash in, 
even for bathing on the part of those 
wlio did not mind doing so in the pond 
where the mules were watered and the 
mud was some feet deep. Wc could 
not see the water, lint we know thtit it 
somcwbore pierced the wide, nearly level 
field of sago tufts and sparse youtiK 
urass before us. --Vs the afternoon wore 
on we lieiird that somewhere just out of 
sight there was ii villago where 
Ijoers were eiitreiu-Iied. One story was 
tliiit a part of the force hud shol at 
another part for trying to desert. .'Vn- 
otlier iiiinor was that, instead of this, 
all liail sliot at IlemiiiKton's nlKlit eat 
Kuiiles, who liad .sent in to us for help, 
which we liad not supplied. 

liut, as 1 say, we were ctuniied liesiile 
water, we hail fought two stiff battles 
in five days, and we wore resting. Take 
my own case to show how others fared : 
I had borrowed a waterproof covering 
from an ammunition cart, and had made 
a shelter of it over foiir uprights— two 
giin.<( and two sticks, I had llllcd my 
wuter-bottie and also a two-quart can- 
viis bag, which leaked. And I was 
lying on a blanket writing a description 
of Belinotit fit'ht and exulting in tlie 
sound oC the waste of my water that 
dripped from the bag. Every hiilf-lionr 
I (inafl'ed the water or tretiled the 
rolniiel or the Tillies corres])onilent to a 
ilriul;. Tliis was out of pure cani.'i- 
railerie, for they liad pli.'ul.v also. Wlieu 
it was loo dark lo wiite I wtished my 
ollii'r llannel shirt and my oilier socks, 
and d.-ilibleil in the vi-ater. All of us in 
tlie ^'oi'kshire ].i>;lil. Infantry did the 
same, .'IS if -we were duolcs. In tlie 
nioriiiii),' of the next day, Tuesday, No- 
vember lis, we got in marclung fonn lit 
the leisurely hour of i-.'.V), and even then 
halleil a great deal. Brigadiei'-< ienertil 
I'.ile-Carew liail arrived ami rode about 
llie field, being introiliiccil to (lie coni- 
iciiiiilers of tile battalions of tlu- Ulli 
lirigadi' — the Vorksliire laght Infantry, 
.">lh Xorlliumberlaiids, liOytil Laiica- 
sliires, the Xortlmmptonshires, tho 
.M'liiiileil Infantry, i)tli Lancers, the 
Itoyal A rtilloryiiien,- and tlie rest. The 
other brigade of tlie two Coldstrcaius, 
tlie .Scots GuardH, the Gronadiers, and 
the freshly arrived -Vrgyll and Siither- 
liind Itegimont, were forming the right 
of the advance. 

We. marched four miles or more, and 
were able to see a long, thin fringe of 
I roes, which we were certain niiirkod 
lite eonnie of .the unseen Modder (low- 
ing in a stream only twenty or thirty 
yards wide nt the bottom of the dcop 
f-luice it had cut ini tlie" level prairie — a 
huge canal, yet one ■ that was as in- 
visible until you came - to Its edge us 
were the. '. Bbers. ; who. 'liiiedf. . that . edge, 
down' oh ' their knee's, Mausers in hand, 
like a threo-mile jaw full of sunken 
teeth. ■■ ■■" 

Three miles of Boors were there, and 
behind thctn in tho ]iills and on -the fiir- 
Ihor shore they had taken up a six-niilo 
iirtiller,y lino. .Straight towards them 
wo inarched. The hares scampered 
from before us, a flock of bustards ri>so 
eliinisily ut our approaeh, . tlie little 
'•■ thickheads " shot up, cried. ."Uni!"

Far over oii' theTtight 'a^bodyj.'Of per- 
haps .500 hors^mea^.:,''ibde.'lni'fnlJ view, 
bunched together, halted,' and 'then rode 
ou again like theatrical cavalry 5' moving 
across a stage. They -were Boers show- 
ing themselves to the British openly for 
the first time in our experience with 
Lord Methusn'6 column. They were im- 
pudent. They rode rapidly to tho loft, 
arid our mounted infantry gave them 
chase. A concealed gun beside a little 
mud house opened tiro oil the mounted 
men, our 18th Battery retorted, and thus 
began tliis battle, so memorable in many 
ways, so nniiiue in sovoriil nsjiects, so 
certain to have a distinct place of its own 
in history. 

Tliib wa.s about seven o'clock in the 
morning. The Boors who had revealed 
themselves wore shollod out of a little 
laager on tho extreme right, and chased 
inellectually by the mounted infantry. 
Boer guns belchct llame and tliin blue 
smoke •from several positions across the 
the hidden river; our 18th and 7oth Field 
Battericr replied with spirit, and the 
Lancers rode far to the right ito be with- 
in hail If the vanishing mounted infantry 
needed fleet help. Our batteries all 
along our four of live mile line came 'tilo 
action us the larger number of Hoer 
guns disclosed their positions, tind. our 
inraniry, long lialteil, began a slow ad- 
vanci', feeling its way. Tlie (Jnards 
I!ri?;ade went straight ahead towards the 
river, forming the right iviiig. The .Ninth 
lirigade iiioveil diagonally across to tlie 
left toward the part of the river beyoiiil 
tlie broken railway bridge, where tliey 
found a fn-lil battery and llie naval gnus 
covering tlieiii with hot lire. When the 
( Inards adva iced the plain inclined down- 
ward from the river like a theatre staj;i'. 

(Jii the other side of the railway on 

the left— there was a well delilied ridge 
bet wi'eii our siiliiiers and the river, and 
this ciiiicealeil llieir advance. The readei- 
should keep this in mind. On the right 
the hidden Boers in their trendies on mu' 
side of tho Modder river could see the 
body of a man at any point before tliem 
for three miles, On the left, the Boero 
who were on tho further shore could only 
see our forces after they reached the 
ridge of which I speak. It was nearly 
ten o'clock when the Boers on the right 
opened upon our advancing Guards an 
unprecedented rille lire — unprecedented in 
severity :inil dtiriition, for it ceased only 
at two brief intervals iietwceu ton o'clock 
in the niorning and twenty minutes past 
si.\ in tlie c elling, when the sun sank. 
Like a ripping of tlio air, like a tearing 
of some part of nature, this hoU's vomit 
began, and wtis immediately answered by 
the Guards. Our soldiers started out 
with l,-)0 to 1(10 rounds, and many bags 
iiiid boxes of cartridges were sent ori'ep- 
ingly to tlieai during the afternoon. The 
liners hail more 'iminunitiim tlian -ive. 
Wlien I walked througli their trenches 
at next daybreak it seemed to ine that 
they liad been standing toe deep in their 
shells; and llial tliey had cartridges to 
sU'cp upon, to eat, to luiry tlieir dead 
heneatli if tliey had cared to use them iiV 
such ways. 

.\t first soIilier,s and eorrespondeiils 
called to each other that they had never 
heard sucli a Jury of firing. An lioiir or 
two later .soinebody asked what it sound- 
ed like, ami 1 .saiil: "Crackers let ufl' in 
a barrel." Two or three liours later I 
llioiight of it as sounding like an exag- 
gertUed sound of the perpetual frying of 
fat. 

Lord Methuen, in the course of the 
morning, led ti inoveiuent of tho Guards 
to llnnk the Boors. lie realized the need 
of «oino bold and gallant, even grand ac- 
tion, to shorten this duel between a foe 
that was unseen, yet could see, and his 
\vortliior force, which could not do else 
tlmn lio still and suffer useless damage, 
•.jio general's purpose was valiantly at- 
tempted, but tho lire wan too hot and the 
nver too deep, so that his i>lan had to bo 
abandoned so far as the right of the field 
was concerned, licfore and long after 
tliis I moved bchim: the .Scots and the 
Coldstreams seeing tlie wounded limp or 
crawl bade, or being carried back, al- 
ways through a lire so thick and fearful 
Hint no man to-day can iimigine how any 
one pi'.ssed under or through it. Many 
could not. I saw and heard of maiiv who 
lielag crippleil. lay Hal for lionr.s, not dar- 
ing to (,'o iiack for siii-eour. If one asked a 
(-■onirndc for a drink of water, he saw 
tho bottle Or the hand that was passim; it 
pierced by a diim-dniii or with a one-iioniiil- 
er or Nordenfoldt shell. Or If raised ids 
head. to wrltiie in his pain he felt hl.s hel- 
me shot awoy. From the rear ammuni- 
tion carriers and stretcher bearers walked 
boidiv forward until the moment they were 
wltliln range n sheet, a torrent of bullet 
and small shells, raked the air as Jets of 
water spurt from a tlower-aprinkler. But 
thai linage is too faint, for tile Jets were 
all wlilsilliiK or sliriekliif.'. throwlii:,- up 
foiiiitaiiis of re<l sand exploding; In iumdreds 
of detonations like echoes of the guns that 
spewed them. At tills down upon llieir 
bellies dropiiud the stretclier bearers ami 
the cartridge carriers, and there tliey lay 
for hours, never rising or attempting tii rise 
without iooseiilng this torrent anew. Once 
a [loor Ciililstreani prilvate with one foot 
shot away lay In this leaden ruin sryini; 
for iiejp. I [.'live lilm my water botttle and 
.Mr. Knox, tlie Iteuter corrrespondeiil, ran 
to some stretrher bearers to iieg tiiem to 
carry the man to tlie aminilaace train. 

"We would be killed It we went to him." 
one said. 

"(-'ome with me." said' Knox, "I'll TiMiiMf 
you will follow." Tims relief came to one 
liocir siilYerer, 

This was the slate of alTaIrs on the 
ri;,'lit. niiil thus it remained for more than 
eiu'ht lioiiis. i)ut the exiriioriilnary fact 
about It is that uothing was lieliig effected 
liy tills .iwfiii and iinparalieieil lire. ,\ 
few hiiiidreils were lill on hnth sides, liiit 
oiir fniiit was imt advaiii'ed- did iiiil pro- 
gress iiialeiiiilly the wiinto day long. 'I'lii' 
little lot of liners who hailbeen so iiiniiici 
oils earlier in the day, returned In the af- 
ternoon, after the mounted Infantry hnil 
given up trying to caiitiire them. And now 
they flanked us and iinnreil a I l eiiiriiilcois 
volley or two Into our aiiiliiilaiiee and am- 
munition, frlKhtening the Kalllr driver.s 
and their mules Into a panic and yet not 
pi'oliting by their buccohs, for they retired 
as suddenly as they had appeared. The 
tiring on the ambulances with their Ioud8 
of wounded wivs not a sensational Incident. 
Karller in tho day I had three times seen 
the terrrilile new Mnxim-Nordenfcit one- 
pound finlck-llrer trained on our ninbii- 
iaiices as they were "ont forward to lie 
nearer the --voundod and to gather them 
In, Tliat awful new gun! .Mauser lire 
starts with a crack! goes on with (lie bir/.?. 
of a bee, and ends with a "ping," In the 
earth or one's body. One gets used to it, 
familiar ■with It, and a little inclined lo be 
indin'erent to It. Itnt the new one-pounder 
(luick-llrcr is a tool no one ever ci'iise 

to respect. It goes off with a "Putt-putt- 
putt-putt," like- the ten billion times e::ag- 
geratwl noise of water gurgling from a bot- 
tle. The force and violence and IntciiHlty 
of the noise make It seem that whatever Is 
coining will perforate chilled steel. And 
then comes the biillcts, like so many Jets 
of steam released from the highest pres- 
sure, and singing like little steam whistles. 

It was on the riglit that I say uothing 
was being efiected. ~e were more active 
and successful on tho left. 

Lord Methuen had gone over to ihut side 
In tho afternoon, aud had found the York- 
shire Light Infantry in the van, and at a 
slight ridge, which In a ineasuro cominnnd- 
c,i the lloers. Some of those were In ft 
small house on our flldt of the rlv'cr, anil 
these had been routed by the rush of the 
Yorkshlrca. Captain liond and bin men 
were In advance, and these Lord Methueu 



took with him In an attempt to ford the 
stream. It was not wlthiu human poasl- 
blllty for this to be done at this polut, so 
hot was the tire from behind the walls aud 
earthworks beyoud, aud so untordable was 
the river at this polut. It was lu retiring 
under this blistering Arc that the General 
was wounded— a flesh wound entailing con- 
siderable suffering, but less of danger. The 
brave example he set was followed by Oil- 
onol Barter, of the Yorkshires, who, with 
twenty men or more, rushed for a shallow, 
stony spot In tho river and go* across, while 
a hatterv and the rllle lire from the men be- 
hind him drove the lloers out 'of the angle 
of wall and the treuidies that had covered 
the ford. Other men ruslied after these, 
uotablv some of the Argyll aud t^ulhcrland 
lii'giments, who beliiiveii most gailautl.v. 
Colonel Darter and Ids little force of -IW, 
at Its largest, now advanced to the right 
towards the Boer stronghold tiirjugh gar- 
dens and over walls. But they were so con- 
fused with the enemy, whose position they 
had taken, that they received the tire of 
our own troops and even a shell from one 

0, ': our batteries. Therefore, they rested 
where this fire halted them, on the enemy's 
aide. Their success, and the unceasing and 
active tire of our guns nil day long, ex- 
hausted the stiimimi of the Boers. They 
hold to tlieir trenches imtil dark and then 
retired, sinking some of their dead in the 
river. It Is said, carrving olT what wounded 
they coiilil. ami spiriting away their guns 
111 the iiliiiost maglciii manner In which they 
liiive performed tliese feats after each of 
tlieir battles. 

They liaii twenty gnns to our nineteen, 
anil while none of iinr.-i were better than 
twelve-pounders, they had at least one 
Verv heavy gun. They massed 11,000 men 
and we had less than 10,000 They fought 
In a position of which tiicy had boasted as 
their best. Wo believe 100 were slnin. and 
we took nearly as iiiany prisoners,, while of 
wounded they niiist have had nearly as 
many as we. Taken at sueh tremendous It 
was certain that we must snO'cr great ilatn- 
agc. Our own losses have lieen published. 
Thev were CT killed. .'!70 wounded, IS miss- 
ing. Of tiie killed four were olllcers and 
there were nineteen oliieers woiiiiiled. Oiir 

1. MI11S were greater. We beiil tliidr largest 
forei' on this side and three generals who 
led It; we are resting beyond their str ir.'- 
est position. 'We arc twenty-four miles 
from Klmherley, and shall soon be there. 

Julian Baiph. lu the London Dally JIall. 
gives anoilier lenglliv iiiiil vlvId account of 
llie Modder Itlver liatlie. "A Common Te- 
ilaiice of the B.ier," lie writes, "wno Upon 
i;ln 1:111111 v i-'in bottles, bottles still cou- 
taliiiui.' gill.' ami one full lioltle of that 11- 
inior were to be seen st.iiek lu the loose 
din of llie trenches." 

.Spealiiiii: of llie Iloer losses this corres- 
pondent declares: "First la the iiiiml of 
the Boer Is the desire to iilde his dead 
and to lie nbntit I heir iiniiiher. It Is from 
their own that they most desire to hide the 
truth. The prisoners we took all said tliut 
only la haii boon killed, but the deserters 
snhl the loss of life was very great, and 
that in the river alone 100 were sunk wdtli 
welirlits. Por my part I shall not lie sur 
prised If we learn some dav that in killed 
alone liic Boers lost ipille \W).

ASSUMPTIONISTS ON TRIAL. 

In France Without Authority They Are 
Charged With Conspiracy 
Against Republic. 

Paris, Jan. 22.— The trial of twelve 

Assnmptionist Ktithers began here to- 
day bc^forc the correctional tribunal. It 
is alleged they were involved in. the so- 
called royalist and anti-republican con- 
spiracy. The judge opened the proceed- 
ings by (juestioniug Father Piclcard, 
superior of the order, who denied that 
he belonged to an illognl iissnciiition. and 
(leelared lie never took part in political 
agitation. Father Picknrd's counsel 
tlien aslicd for the acquittal of the pris- 
oners. The liouse prosecutor replying, 
said tlie Fathers were prosecuted be- 
cause' in violation of tlie law they had 
been living in Franco for tlie past fifty 
years without the authorization of the 
governiiieiit or approbation of tlie Iloly 
See. He tlien spoke of tlio weaitb of 
the Assumptionists, and gave facts to 
support the charge that they had entered 
iietively on a political campaign against 
tlie republic. The arraignment was 
then KUspend(Hl. Tlie trial is attracting 
much altention. as it is a miniature repe- 
tition of the high court (senate) triai re- 
cently concluded. .

porters into seats; uud.had been rushed 
througli wltli almost equal hofitc. The 
government yraa therefore bound to and 
responsible for' the legislation in question, 
and no matter what the government sup- 
porters might say to the contrary the fact 
that the opiMsition did not oppo.sc it with 
their votes had no real bearing on the 
position. Col. Baker had been charged 
with inconsistency, the statement being 
made that he had favored the act when 
it was passing through the house. As a 
matter of fact he had distinct recollec- 
tion that Col. Baker Inul said ho only 
cdusented to tlie second reading of the 
bill -with the uuderstaiuliiig tliat it should 
be sent then to the luiiiiug comnuttee, in 
which evidence could be considered to 
show whether or not it was wise or justi 
liable. Mr. McPhillips had opposed the 
act to the Titmosc of his power, even 
bringing in a bill as n private member to 
offset tlie evil results whieli he antici- 
patcHl would result— and which had de- 
veloped as he had then predicted. He 
had not been allowed to test the feeling 
oC the house on this measure, the goverii- 
uieiit declaring it a matter of government 
policy and resenting any interfereuoe 
therewith. It was tlieretore useless at 
this late day for the governnieut to 
teniiit repudiation of responsibility. As 
the act now stood even a locally licensed 
and registered British or Eastern Cana- 
dian company could not acquire placer 
claims in British Columbia without re- 
organization as a purely British Coluni 
bia concern; and he held that in this, too 
the government was clearly condeuiuable 
tor allowing slipshod legislation to go 
upon the statute book. Ail that the gov 
eminent had to say now appeared to be 
that they intended to bring in corrective 
legislation. And why? Simply because 
tlii'y had been forced to do so by popular 
will, as voict^d by tlie oppoailion. Mem- 
bers of the house well know that there 
bad been no rerennice to any proposed 
amendment to tlie alien (•xclusion act in 
the Speech from the Tlirone; they would 
also remember tliat the member for Van- 
c<juver in moving t!u> reply had taken 
particular pains to emphasize tliat th 
government approved and would retain 
this meatiure. It was not until Mr. (Mif- 
ford ha<l brouglit in liis want of eonli- 
deiu-e amendment to the reply to Ih 
Speech— based upon ibis very important 
subject— that the govi-rument had awak- 
ened to the conclusion tluil they would 
have to do somelliing to save theniselv 
Tli(.' act in question had been passed on 
the IJth of .January, JSUl), and from 
tliat day until the present tiession was 
week old, there had been no word from 
the government indicating the slightest 
intention of amending or repealing the 
objectionable law. But just as soon as 
the government fouiid that the opposition 
were in touch with the wishes of the peo- 
ple, and determined to carry these wishes 
out, they changed about and declared 
that they intended to amend the law. 
And the very ne.vt day the Attorney 
General was found giving notice of ii bill 
identical in character with one that lie 
(Mr. Eberts) had given notice of the very 
lii'Ht day of the session.. From January 
14, 1S!)9, until January IfJ, 1000, there 
liad been, hov/ever, no indication by the 
government or tlirougli tlieir organs, of 
any such iuteiitiou. Mr. llelgeson had 
indeed Jet the cat out of the bag. lie 
proceeded to re-iiuote that gentleman^ 
statement as publislied in tlie Aslieroft 
.lournai. The reading was interruiited 
by Mr. llelgeseii, w!io deuied that he had 
mentioned the present government as 
blanieable at all— it was ttbe late govern- 
ment he had referred to. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Turnei — What about the alien actV 
Mr. llelgesen— It wan not in (iiiestiun 
lliere at all. 

Mr. Turner— "Wliat (in you mean 
Mr. lOberts — Hut you have never denied 
that you made these statements; you 
liavi" not satistied the people of Cariboo, 
Mr. llelgesen insisted that in public 
meeting at Cariboo he had defended both 
the eight-hour law and the alien esclu- 
siou law, and defended these measures 
successfully too. 

Mr. Ebert— Yes; so successfully that 
you caused, two of the ministers to rush 
in hot haste to Cariboo to interview you. 
(Laughter). 

He continued to maintain that at the 
opening of the present session the gov- 
eriitnent wan slid eoniniitleil tc the alien 
law. notwithstiiiuhiig its evil eltecls on 
the province !ind mining industry — this 
fact being home out by tb(? remarks of 
tin: mover of the reply to Ilis Honor's 
siii'cch, who bad referreil to the working 
of the alien exclusion law. which he de- 
clared to "have been of iuinieuse benefit 
to the miners (who were the ones to be 
considered) although [lerhnps not to the 
trant;portation cotnpaaies." There could 
be no doubt^that.the. gentleman. had.TOic; 



ed the position and policy of the govern- 
ment. 

Hr,' (Mr. Alberts), returning to the 
senior member for Cariboo, challenged 
that gentleman to deny that the alien l:iw 
had provedSotlier^than- anprolitable to 
Cariboo, ' to'i'the ^miners of that district, 
to the express company, and to the ex- 
ploitation of the district. He well kuew 
that the people of Cariboo were down on 
tlie act, aud were prepared to hoist at 
tile verv lirst opportunity tlio government 
that would hold it. The members of that 
district dared not defend it to their cou- 
stitueutti. 

Then :is for its effect on international 
good feeling, the maintenance of which 
was so important to the Empire, this 
alone should be sulUeient to secure the 
termination of the alien law. He denied 
that this could be deemed tit-for-tat legis- 
lation, inasmuch as British subjeetii were 
l)erniitted to own placer mines in the 
.Vnierici'.ii Yukon. He knew of two 
brothers, residing at I'arson's Bridge, the 
Price brothers, who were even now min 
ing their own claims at Circle City- 

Hon. Mr. Henderson— They purchased 
their claims. I hare reason to Itnow that 
I!v the law there Britiah subjects are al- 
lowed to acquire mining properties by 
purchase, but not to stake for themselves 

This Mr. Eberts disputed; he had reii 
son to believe that British subjects could 
stake us well as purchase mining projK'c 
ties, not only in Alaska but in the State 
of Washington. He held that the gov- 
ernment was bound to stand by this act 
as an example of government policy, and 
for this reason endorsed the resoluiiun. 

MR. PRENTICE said that he wi^^hed 
but a moment to place his position clearly 
before the house. He would not vote for 
this resolution, tliougli distinctly opposed 
to the alien law. Tiie government had 
intimated an intention of introducing 
corrective legislation, and in view of 
this he held that the house should wait 
and deal with this, lie did not by any 
means f.-ivor I he alien law, as he well 
knew that it had operaled to gre:it dir^- 
advantage in all p:irts of the country, in- 
clusive of iJje districM wliicli he had the 
honor of representing. (,\pi)lause.) 

-MR. TUR.NBR was surprised at tlie 
teriuerity of the guverjiment attempiing 
to disavow respousibili'y t'oi' tliis lucas- 
rue, the relationship of wliicli )he goverit- 
meut and its policy was clearly indisput- 
able. H(! ne.\: gave altention to llie 
inenilier for Alberiil, wlio liad llKlifO II 
niiniber of '^-artial nuotytiuuj< with tl"^ 
ject and ellecL oi' ,-n,i|e .Vistortiug' tlie 
^lilleiUVUt-' ,^nd position of members of 
Ihf* opijusition on this subject. Sucii a 
policy of iiiiMrepresenlation he held to be 
worthy of sucli a government, lie took 
the opportunity of sotting himself right 
on the subjects that had been touched 
upon by Jlr. Xeiil, completing the fpiota- 
tions that Mr. Xeill had only given in 
part, and showing that he hud distinctly 
declared in the interview referred to as 
ojjpjscd to legislating against the people 

of .tnotlier country 

Mr. NeiH— (to a point Of order) held 
that the leader of the opposition Wiis 
"leaving some out." 

Jir. Turner— 1 did ho because you had 
done so. 

He eondemned the legislation in ques- 
tion as ill-considered. It was well known 
that in .Vlask:i the Canadian miner en- 
joyed full rights; he could take up claims 
in the s.tme manner as an American — 
and when the rush to Nome comiiieiiccd 
in the spring the Canadian would be 
found going in on exactly the same foot- 
ing us his American comrade 

-Mr. Kidd— How Jong since the Cana- 
dians have bad these privileges? 

AVith respect to the interview with Mr. 
llelgesen that had been quoted (and 
whicli the senior member for Cariboo 
now denied), he had heard of it himself 
at Aslieroft, and had heard it freely an- 
nounced there that Mr. llelgesen had 
declared that he would do all in his pow- 
er to defeat f^uch legislation, and go to 
the other side uf the house if the gevern- 
iiient iiersisted in it. 

■•I deny it." said .Mr. Helgc^sen. 

"I accept ihe hon. geiitleinan's ilenial," 
continued Mr. 'rurner, .■idiling lhat the 
statements wen- still believed in tlie Cari- 
boo country, ami .'\lr. llelgesen should 
should have taken earlier opportunity lo 
di'uy them there. Mr. Ivellie hiid chiimed 
that it was through want of foresight on 
the opiKipit ion's iiart that this bad legis- 
lation had been ;illowed to go through. 
The governmeu; could not shir.-c responsi 
bility in this manner. It hail also been 
said that Col. Maker had supported the 
bill when it was hefore the house. Hi' 
had a distiiu't riMuenibra nee tlial Col. 
Haker had asked that it bi' sent to th 
mining coniiniltee, and he had reason to 
!>i.-Iieve that the mining committee w 
opposed to it. The Finance Minister 
liis address luul stated that there would 
be legislation introduced to correct this 
serious mistake of last year— the fact of 
the matter appeared to be that although 
they had shown no intention of bringing 
f(u-ward such legislation at the begiiiain 
of the ficssion they wore willing to do s 
now— after they had found theniselve 
driven into a corniu- by the opposition. 
The alii'ii act iiad resulted in a direct and 
very great loss of business to the nier' 
Chants ami t r;iiis]Hirtat ion eonipanies of 
the Coast cities, while neither British (^o 
lunibian's nor other Canadians had bene- 
tited. Tin.' receipts from mining ecrti- 
licatis had fallen ofT— not as tin- I'"in- 
ance .Minister had contended, because of 
any remission of taxation— on account of 
the government refusing to allow miners 
to COOK' in and tlu' law under review had 
thus tiiierated to the dirtad vantage of the 
revenue ami at the same time at the ex- 
pense ot' the eouiitr.v's development and 
that of the mining industry. 

It was at this point that Mr. Sjieaker 
saw six o'clock, and the house toid; a 
welcome recess. . 
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Kesuming bin iiddress at S:;iO, Mr. 
'J'lirner completed his explanation ipf the 
interview and other subjects touched on 
by Mr. XeiU. and stated that while In- 
had ill a measure agreed to trying Ihe 
exclusion act as in the spei'ial interest of 
Canadians, he had distinctly opiiosed the 
adoption of the principle of relaliatiiui, 
as unwise and unbiwiuess-like. He look- 
ed upon total repeal as tin; only proper 
course to pursue. 

Mr. M;iC)iliersoii interrupted with some 
half-audible reference to the rights ,of 
the workinginan, and was sharply re- 
buked for his interruption by .\lr. Tur- 
ner, who said in effect that he had just 
as much interest in the prosperity and 
happiness of the workingmau as anyone 
in the bouse, although lie was continu- 
■ally shouting out and otlierwise parading 
his attachment to. that factor of the vote. 
He had more regard for the workinginan 
perhaps than sbme'of those who were al- 
ways splurging 'their love for the work- 
CTfl, but in many ea.'ses would lie found 
drawing jiay from the workingmau, and 
growing ifat at his expense. The govern- 
ment had been fcu'ced to bring in correc- 
tive legisbuion on this subject (govern- 
meiit cries of "No,") through the action 
of Ihe opposition, a member of tlu; op- 
position liaving bi'en first to jiut :i notice 
on the ordi'r paper. Tlnit sucli legisla- 
tion was originally contemplated by the 
goveninient indicated by then; being no 
reference thereto in the Speech. He could 
not closi" without a return reference to 
the member for Alberni, whiwe tactics 
remindiil him of the story he h:id once 
heard of au agnostic who had undertaken 
ito lcqturc,.nnd . who took bis text (ho said) 



from the Bible, it being "there is no 
God." Looking again there was found 
that the complete quotation was "the 
fool hath said in his heart there is no 
God." ilr. Neill had in his desi.ro to 
injure the opposition at any cost, left out 
the important and tangible part of the 
matter he assumed to quote. It was hut 
iinolher example of tie old saying that a 
lie that is half the truth is hardest of all 
to meet. 

ATTOItXIoy-GENERAL HENDER- 
SOX aftjr ;:pressiug doubt that the op- 
position had intended that this resolution 
should be considered seriopsly, under- 
took to establksb at.conaiderable-length 
that public opiuion at' the time of the 
passage of the alien act justified that 
measure. The feeling of the people had 
Iierhaps changed, but the passage of this 
resolution would, in hia opinion, be tanta- 
mount to saying that the people had lost 
contidenee in themselves. Ho 'hold that 
only Mr. Clifford (and perhaps Mr. Mc- 
I'hilHps) could with consistency h-tve 
brought in and supported this resolution. 

MK. HELMCKEN admitted that "if 
some people had as much foresight as 
backsight it would bo iierhups better for 
the country by a— a large sight." lie 
was quite prepared to take bis own share 
of responsibiliiy for the alien act passing; 
but it had clearly proved bad in practice 
the government should have taken the 
liiHt opportunity to repeal the measure, 
and were deserving ot censure for not. 
having done so. 

-Mil. DKAXK did not look upon the 
alien law as altogether bad; it had been 
well coiu'eived lin his opinion) and passed 
wholly as experimental legislation. Xow 
that it had been proved that -Vtliii was 
not a poor man's camp as at lirst aiitici- 
paled, and the act had not proved all 
lhat iiail been hoped for, it would per- 
haps be well to riowewhat amend it, but 
he saw no reason to believe that the ac- 
tion of the government had been distaste- 
ful to the country. 

.MR. .MUNItO thought that the solici- 
tude of the opposition for the government 
was as "far-fetched" as the gruesome an- 
ticipations of the old maid, who being 
nuiiid sitting at the foot of !i stone wall, 
crying, had been asked what was the 
trouble. 

"till." she waih'd, "I w;is just thinking 
tliat if I should get married, nobody 
ci^uld tell what minute some of these 
Ktonc* wpuli} tftlj 40W1» pn^ hill tlie 
cliilUrcn," 

Jfl* opposed tlic resolution, which he 
held to be inconsistent with the action 
of the opposition in not voting against 
the measure when it w:is before tlm 
house Inst year. He also held that the 
attack of the opposition lacked cohesion 
and organization; aud claimed that it the 
alien law was the best foundation the 
opposition could get for ii want of confi- 
dence resolution it was an advent of 
woeful weakness. 

MK. POOLIOY argued that the entire 
gist ot the govcrnment'H reply was that 
the opposition alone were blameable tor 
the alien law because they had permitted 
tlie goverunient to pass it, being presum- 
ably better able than the government to 
for.see results of such legislation— or at 
ally rate that the opposition wore equally 
ret^ponsible with the government in that 
they had not forced a division. He 
showed that governments nro always 
answerable for accomplished legislation, 
and remarked that the opposition had 
lieeii kept decidedly busy as it was last 
session in reaving the government from 
some of the worst blundering that it was 
liossilile to commit. He bad a few words 
to sav in regard to the reference to claim- 
iuniiiing made by Mr. Helgo.sen (testify- 
ing lo the extreme freedom of Britisli 
Columbia from this elasfi of offence); and 
then touched upou Mr. Helgesen's ex- 
planation of his statements qiiotod in 
the Asheroft .Journal. ThD seu*br mem- 
ber for Cariboo had explnlned that they 
weri! made some time after 12 o'clock at 
night, when all hands 'were very jolly- 
sitting out on the hotel stoop. Possibly, 
in view of thcpc circumstances the house 
would have to accept Mr. Helgesen's 
confession that he didn't quite remember 
iust what he iiad said. It reminded him 
(.Mr. Pooley) of ihe old story ot the cat 
and the iiiouse. Perhaps some, of the 
members might have hi'ard it, but it was 
doubtless new to otliers, fit he -\Vouhl t<Ml 
it. 

A mouse had fallen into a vat and 
was ill great danger of drowning when 
she espii'd the family cat, and appealed 
to her fen- aid. 

"Why slionld I get ynii out of your 
trouble'.'" said the eat. "Do yon know 
wli.'it would happen to you if I took you

The c.at agreed and the mouse being 
lielped out scampered gladly away. Time 
liassed and the day came when the cat 
was hungry — perhaps it might have been 
live or si.\ mouths atter. (Laugbterl. 
So the cat called on the mouse to com 
forth and be devoured; and the mous 
Uf^ked from tlie security of its bole, th 
reascuis <.f the demand. 

"Why, " said the cat, "you promised 
when 1 helped you out of the vat that 
you'd come and be eaten whenever I 
called on you!" 

"Indeed! Is that so," answered the 
mouse — "but you mustn't pay any atten- 
tion to that. You. must remember, I was 
in liquor nt the time!" 

Dealing with the remarks of Mr 
Deane, the senior member for E«quim:ilt 
said this gentleman had quite described 
the situation when he had saiil that the 
alien law was "merely c.vperiniental logis- 
lalioii." It was just this experimental 
legisli'.iion thai calculated to ruin any 
ciiiintry— legislaticiii by chance or guef;s- 
work, hasty, crude, immature — the one 
tiling above all others that was certain to 
unset business interests and work the 
mill of industries. It was Hueh legi.sla 
tioii, devised liy men without experience 
of the ('(uiditions or requirements of the 
Iirovince that had brought the country 
into its present ebiios of condilions, witll 
a government whose best defence for its 
blunders of law-making was the ebilditdi 
resort lo the opiiosition "what did you let 
us do it for." 

-MK. MACl'HKKSOX said that th 
leader of the opiKisition in the course of 
his iiddress liad made a retereiK.'e to the 
workinginan, and had made a statement 
ccuuerniiig liiui (Mr. Maepherson) tliat 
was untruthful 

"Order! Withdraw! Take it back,' 
came from the opposition benches. 

"I say it was untrue-^it was not found 
od on faels," persisted 'Mi*. Maepherson. 

"Take that back,'! said Mr. Turner and 
Mr. McBride in unison, the toirmer gen 
tleman appealing to the chair. , 

The.Chair insisted sharply that the un 
parliampntary expression ho withdrawn 

'?I -wlil withdraw then," said Mr. Mac 
phorson, "but I; will say tlmt llie state 
ment was not founded on fact." 

"Order" — "witlidraw," came from the 
otlier side. 

"The member for Vancouver city has 
been told to withdraw an Miiparliamen- 
tary expresHion," said Mr. Turner, "I 
submit be has no right to quibble." 

"The expression must be withdrawn 
positively," said Mr. Speaker. 

"Very well, Mr. Speaker," said Mr. 
■ MncphOrsdn— "but he cannot prove what 



ho said, and I defy him to prove it. Ho 
said that I was fattening on the wagee of 

the workingman." 

"I did not," corrected Mr. Turner. "1 
said that there were many who professed 
to be great friends of the v^orkingman 
who were fattening on the wages of the 
workingman. I made no personal allu- 
sion." 

"Well," said Mr. Maepherson, "I am 
not in receipt of one dollar from the 
workiugmen. The gentlemen opposite are 
the onea that an; — and I can prove it." 

The lust words wore shouted, and Mr. 
Speaker insisted that they be withdrawn, 
Mr. Mflcpheraon resuming his scat. 

MR. RALI'H SMITH, following, also 
indulged in considerable aeross-the-floor 
firing, until "called down" by the Speak- 
er. He held tiiat the oppofiition in the 
present resolution were ."taking advan- 
tage of a wrong that tKay-theniselvM had 
perpetrated, to Iry and-^kiiock out "the 
government.'' -.'Ji'- ■ ' • 

He too vheMl: that' the opposition bad 
been inconsisfcht; that the duty of the 
opposition was to keep the government 
in the straight and narrow path; and that 
if they had failed in this the government 
was not to be held responsible. .iVll the 
members of the opposition virtually liad 
supported the law, and after it had been 
found to require material amendment, 
and the government had tnanifested a 
disposition to correct it, the opposition, if 
sincere in thi'ir desire to benefit the 
{'ouiitry, should have assisted in the work 
of Jimenduieni. It seemed to him that 
the whole sciqie of tbe residution was to 
endeavor to make politi.'al capital on a 
very small foundation. 

MR. J. M. MAIITIX f.e.nO. it painful 
to listen to the eiTovts of the opjiosition 
to evade Tceponsibility. and declared that 
he was not afraid to f.iee his own sius. 
cither of omission or of commission. 

MB. CLIFFORD, in closing the de- 
bate, criticised "experimentnl legislation" 
as exceedingly costly; and declared that 
half a million had been lost to the coun- 
try in -Vtlin alone through the operation 
of this obiioximifi alien law. He pointed 
to the great mistake of the government 
in not sending up a gold commissioner 
with full power to adjust all differences, 
as ill the old mining days, in which event 
there would have been no expensive fric- 
tion, and possibly no need for the com- 
missioner. 

''By tl^, cliaiiges in the law, a gold 
coi'iUniKsioner could not be invested with 
such powers as projiosed," said the .'Vt- 
torney-Gcneral. 

"Is that so," replied Mr. Clifrord— "well 
they ought to have done it anyway." 
snid the sponker. 

He proceeded to give his attention to 
the inconsistencies of Mr. llelgesen of 
Atlin, -Mr. Hidgesen of Cariboo, and .Mr 
Ilelget'en of the bouse. Mr. llelgesen 
he said, had come to Victoria and iidvo 
cated tbe iniinediate granting of hydrau- 
lic leases uiidin- conditions ot n natun 
that he had been delegated precisely tn 
oppose; yet Mr. llelgesen htid the 
"cheek" and tbe "gall" to charge him 
with inconsistency. (Laughter.) 

As for the statements crediteil to the 
senior member for Cariboo in the .Vsb- 
<.Toft paper — he CMr. Clifford) was not 
inclined to put much importance in them. 
Mr. llelgesen had been straighforward 
enough to acknowledge that he was 
slightly inebriated at the time 

"No, no," said Mr. 'Helgesen — "tli'ere's 
no man in the province that can sny — 
that can swear that I was ever the worse 
ifor liquor." 

"I wish we all of us could say the 
same," commented Mr. Clifford, amid a 
general laugh. He next paid his compli- 
ments to Mr. :Munro. and said that it the 
opposition liad wanted foundation for 
want-or-e(uifiden<'e resolutions they had 
it ill each and every one of the Btntutes 
of last session. He would have been 
glad to se<' the Attorney-General bring 
forward a bill to wipe them all out of 
existence en bloc, as in the true interest 
of the country. 

for the government — they should re- 
sign at once, for no one couhl claim thiit 
the affairs of the country could jiroperly 
be carried mi with a majority of liut one. 

Mr. llelgesen rose for a word of )ier- 
sonal exjilanation. 

Mr. Speaker thought he had explained 
sulMciently.

Mr. Speaker wanted to know wliat the 
point of order was.
